PITTSBURGH, Jan. 8.— strike in the ‘tee! mills 
and furnaces, called September 22, and which at its incep- 
tion involved 367,000 men, was officially called off here to- 
night by the national committee; after an all-day meeting.

the steel campaign is now at an end. A vigorous campaign of edu- 
cation and reorganization will be immediately begun and will not 
cease until industrial justice in the steel industry has been achieved. 
“Al steel workers now are. at liberty to return to work, pinting .
